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LATE  CABLES 


The  price  of  Canadian  wheat  was  fixed  at  70  cents  per  bushel  upon 
recommendation  of  the  Wheat  Board,  it  was  announced  July  13  by  W.D.  Euler, 
Minister  of  Trade  and  Commerce  and  chairman  of  the  wheat  committee  of  the 
Canadian  Cabinet.  This  price,  effective  August  1,  1939,  to  June  30,  1940, 
is  to  apply,  on  basis  of  v/heat  delivered  at  Montreal,  to  No.  1  Canadian- 
eastern  white,  No.  1  eastern  red  winter,  and  eastern  mixed  winter  wheat,  ^ 
but  is  limited  to  the  crop  harvested  in  1939.  The  price  equivalent  for 
other  milling  grades  will  be  fixed  shortly. 

Hungary  1939  production  estimates  reported  as  follows:  Wheat 
104,755,000  bushels,  rye,  36,337,000,  barley  35,044,000,  oats  23,493,000 
bushels.

London  Market  activity  for  malting  barley  remains  quiet  with  more 
tendency  on  the  part  of  California  shippers  to  sell.  Sales  are  principally 
of  Mediterranean  and  Californian  barley.  Brewing  trade  officially  re- 
ported agreed  in  principle  to  price-insurance  scheme  for  this  year's  o 
barley  crop.  Funds  will  be  raised  partly  by  barrel-beer  taxes  and  partly  o 
by  import  duties.     (Agricultural  Attache  L.  V.  Steere,  London.) 
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Third  official  production  estimate  of  the  Argentine  cotton  crop 
for  1938-39  of  299,789  bales  of  478  pounds  remains  the  same  as  the  revised 
estimate  of  May  6,  1939.    (Agricultural  Attache  P.  0.  Nyhus,  Buenos  Aires.) 


First  estimate  for  the  1939-40  Northern  Brazil  cotton  crop  has  been 
placed  at  691,820  bales  of  478  pounds.  This  compares  with  the  third  es- 
timate of  650,772  bales  for  the  1938-39  crop  and  is  an  increase  of  3.4  per- 
cent over  the  first  estimate  of  668,759  bales  made  a  year  ago.  (American 
consulate  general,  Rio  de  Janeiro.) 
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WHEAT  PROSPECTS  TIC  CANADA  TJFJSUAIIY  FAVORABLE 

Wheat  prospects  in  the  Canadian  Prairie  Provinces  continue  very 
favorable,  according  to  a  telegram  of  July  11  from  the  Bureau  of  Statis- 
tics at  Ottawa.    Two  weeks  of  warm  bright  weather  hastened  growth  and 
provided  ideal  conditions  following  the  good  start  made  in  June.  Part 
of  the  crop  has  headed,  and  no  extensive  damage  has  been  reported,  although 
yields  will  be  light  in  southeastern  Saskatchewan  and  the  Peace  River  dis- 
trict of  Alberta.    Grasshoppers  are  flying  but  have  not  greatly  injured 
the  grain.    Recent  hailstorms ,  however,  have  caused  considerable  local 
damage. 

No  official  estimate  of  the  Canadian  wheat  crop  will  be  issued  until 
September,  but  unofficial  estimates  for  spring  wheat  in  the  Prairie  Prov- 
inces average  about  398  million  bushels,  compared  with  356  million  bush- 
els produced  by  these  Provinces  in  1933.    Rainfall  during  June  was  excep- 
tionally good  and  did  much  to  improve  crop  prospects,  the  Bureau  of 
Statistics  reported  on  July  7.    Seldom  in  the  history  of  the  Prairies 
have  conditions  changed  so  greatly  for  the  better  from  May  31  to  June  30. 
The  condition  of  the  principal  grain  crops,  expressed  in  percentages  of 
the  long-time  average  yields  per  acre  were  reported  as  follows,  with 
figures  for  May  31,  1939,  and  June  30,  1938,  in  parentheses:  Manitoba 
wheat  97  (94,  90),  rye  83  (88,  92),  barley  94  (91,  39),  oats  94  (91,  90); 
Saskatchewan  wheat  101  (98,  92),  rye  97  (85,  95),  barley  97  (92,  87), 
oats  100  (91,  88);  Alberta  wheat  105  (96,  91),  rye  97  (89,  96),  barley 
99  (97,  83),  oats  102  (97,  87).     (See  table,  page  60,  for  wheat  production 
in  the  Prairie  Provinces  for  1932-1938.) 

DANUBIAN  WHEAT  CROP  AB0VS  AVERA05 

The  1939  wheat  croo  of  the  Danube  Basi,n  countries,  now  being  har- 
vested, is  estimated  at  410  million  bushels,  according  to  a  report  from 
the  American  Legation  at  Belgrade.    This  indicates  a  decline  of  about 
13  percent  from  the  record  1938  outturn  of  471  million  bushels  but  is 
still  some  20  percent  above  the  average  crop  of  340  million  bushels  har- 
vested during  the  5-year  period  ending  with  1937.    For  estimates  by 
countries,  see  table  page  63. 

Wheat  from  the  Danube  Basin  competes  in  European  markets  with 
exports  from  the  United  States,  Canada,  Argentina,  and  Australia;  but 
in  recent  years  the  marketing  of  Danubian  grain  has  been  handled  largely 
through  official  and  semiofficial  trading  and  clearance  agreements  with 
the  governments  of  the  nearby  deficit  countries.    Exports  during  the  mar- 
keting year  Julv-June  1938-39  totaled  about  78  million  bushels  from  an 
estimated  surnlus  of  105  million  bushels.    Supplies  carried  over  into  the 
1939-40  season  were  therefore  substantial,  but  no  estimate  of  the  balance 
for  export  has  been  received.    During  the  5-year  period  1933-34  to  1937-33, 
an  average  of  44.5  million  bushels  was  exported  by  the.-'  countries.  If 
crop  expectations  are  realized  this  year,  it  is  quite  likely  that  1939-40 
exports  will  be  larger  than  the  average  of  recent  years,  but  they  may  not 
attain  the  volume  of  1938-39 
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TRADE  IN  WHEAT  CONTINUES  HEAVY 


Exports  of  wheat,  including  flour,  moved  in  heavy  volume  from  the 
principal  surplus  contries  during  May.    Shipments  from  the  United  States, 
Canada,  Argentina,  Australia,  and  the  Danube  Basin  during  July-May  of  the 
1938-39  marketing  season  totaled  over  504  million  bushels,  compared  with 
411  and  550  million  bushels,  respectively,  exported  by  these  countries 
during  the  corresponding  period  of  1937-38  and  1936-37.    Exports  from 
Australia  showed  a  marked  decline  from  the  comparable  1937-38  figures, 
but  increases  are  noted  for  the  other  countries  under  consideration.

Canada  accounted  for  28.5  percent  of  the  total  exports  reported,  fol- 
lowed by  21.6  percent  from  the  United  States.    North  American  wheat  therefore 
made  up  slightly  more  than  half  the  total  wheat  and  flour  shipped  in  the  11 
months  July-May  by  the  principal  exporting- countries.    About  36  percent  was 
supplied  by  the  Southern  Hemisphere,  and  14  percent  originated  in  the  Danube 
Basin.    During  the  month  of  May,  Argentine  exports  were  the  heaviest  reported, 
totaling  well  over  17  million  bushels;  but  Canada  shipped  about  16  million 
bushels  and  the  United  States  over  14  million. 


Wheat  exported  by  the  United  States  went,  as  is  usual,  largely  to 
European  countries.    The  United  Kingdom  and  Ireland  took  about  a  third  of 
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the  total,  and  slightly  more  than  a  third  went  to  other  European  countries. 
In  all,  over  73  million  "bushels  were  shipped  to  European  countries,  compared 
with  about  68  million  bushels  during  July-May  1937-38.    Of  non-European 
customers,  the  Oriental  countries  have  been  most  important  this  season. 
Over  12  million  bushels  were  shipped  to  these  countries,  principally  China, 
as  against  only  1,6  million  bushels  last  season.    Exports  to  Canada  and 
Latin  America  declined  this  year,  but  shipments  to  the  Philippine  Islands 
were  somewhat  larger  than  in  July-May  1937-38.

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TAIWAN  RICE  CROP  REDUCED 

The  first  1939  crop  of  rice  in  Taiwan  has  been  officially  estimated 
at  38,654,000  bushels  of  rough  rice,  compared  with  44,433,000  for  the 
first  1938  crop,  according  to  a  report  from  Vice  Consul  John  K.  Emmerson, 
Taihoku.    The  smaller  harvest  this  year  is  the  result  of  a  reduced  rice 
acreage  and  a  lower  yield.    The  acreage  was  officially  estimated  at 
660,000  acres,  compared  with  698,000  for  the  first  crop  in  1938.  Japa- 
nese officials  in  Taiwan  hav*e  been  encouraging  farmers  to  increase  the 
acreage  of  other  crops,  such  as  sugar  cane,  cotton,  and  pineapples.  The 
1939  yield  is  somewhat  below  that  of  last  year  because  of  unfavorable 
weather  conditions  during  the  early  growing  season  and  heavy  insect 
damage. 

Taiwan  is  a  surplus  rice  area  and  has  for  several  years  exported 
about  50  percent  of  the  total  annual  production  to  Japan.    The  Taiwan 
second  crop,  which  generally  equals  the  first  crop,  is  harvested  in 
October  and  November. 

NETHERLAND  VECETABLE-Q IL  TRADE  LARGER  IN  1939 

The  Netberland  oilseed-crushing  industry  and  transshipment  trade 
in  oilseeds  were  considerably  more  active  during  the  first  4  months  of 
1939  than  during  the  corresponding  period  of  1938,  according  to  a  report 
received  from  American  Consul  John  H.  Lord,  at  Rotterdam.    Imports  of 
oilseeds  in  that  4-month  period  amounted  to  178,360  short  tons  this  year 
compared  with  156,887  tons  in  the  same  period  the  year  before.    In  addi- 
tion, during  the  same  4  months  transshipments  of  oilseeds  amounted  to 
347,493  tons  compared  with  295,228  tons  the  year  before. 

Oilseed  nrices  generally  showed  an  upward  tendency,  particularly 
for  flaxseed,  copra,  and  soybeans,  during  the  first  4  months  of  1939. 
The  soybean  situation  is  of  special  interest  to  American  producers. 
The  German  market,  under  the  terms  of  the  German-Ma nchur ian  trade  agree- 
ment, has  been  taking  the  bulk  of  Manchurian  exnorts.    This  has  resulted 
in  high  soybean  nrices  on  the  Netherland  market  and  a  greater  interest 
in  soybeans  from  the  United  States.    Purchases  of  American  linseed  cake 
increased  in  1939. 

Total  Imports  of  oilseeds  into  the  Netherlands  for  domestic  crush- 
ing during  1938  amounted  to  772,000  tons,  a  decline  of  1.5  percent  compared 
with  the  784,000  tons  imported  in  1937.    The  oil  equivalent  of  the  oil- 
seeds imported  for  domestic  crushing  in  1938  amounted  to  258,000  tons, 
compared  with  261,000  tons  in  1937.    These  quantities,  respectively,  plus 
the  73,000  tons  of  vegetable  oils  imported  in  1938  and  the  80,000  tons 
imported  in  1937,  give  a  total  supply  for  1938  of  331,000  tons  and  of 
341,000  tons  for  the  year  before. 


In  addition  to  the  large  imports  of  oilseeds  for  domestic  crushing, 
e  Netherlands  handles  a  large  transshipment  trade  in  those  products. 
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Total  transshipments  in  1938  amounted  to  1,045,000  tons,  compared  with 
904,000  tons  in  1937.    Over  70  percent  of  the  total  was  transshipped  to 
Germany  and  the  balance  to  other  nearby  markets.

A  large  part  of  the  oil  crushed  from  oilseeds  imported  into  the 
Netherlands  is  sold  in  the  export  market.    In  1938,  Nether land  exports  of 
vegetable  oils  amounted  to  193,000  tons  compared  with  211,000  tons  in  1937. 
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German,  British,  Scandinavian,  French,  Belgian,  and  Italian  markets  take 
the  bulk  of  the  exports.    Iii  ...938,  tne  Jr.r';e&  Sta^s  took  about  7  nercent 
of  the  total  compared  with  24  percent  in  1937.    The  decline  in  shipments 
to  the  American  market  is  attributed  to  low  prices  of  American  cottonseed 
oil  and  increased  American  production  of  peanut  and  soybean  oil. 

INCREASED  TOBACCO  PRODUCTION  IN  ARGENTINA 

The  19?9  tobacco  crop  in  Argentina,  planted  in  the  autumn  of  1938, 
amounted  to  40,490,000  pounds,  according  to  a' recent  release  by  the  Argentine 
Ministry  of  Agriculture  received  from  Agricultural  Attache*  P.  0.  Nyhus ,  at 
Buenos  Aires.    This  cron  is  more  than  double  the  1938  harvest  and,  with  one 
exception,  the  highest  on  record.    (Saa  Foreign  Cror>s  and  Markets,  issues 
of  October  15,  1938,  and  May  13,  19*9) . 

The  sham  increase  for  19r^9  is  attributed  to  a  much  larger  acreage, 
resulting  in  nart  from  favorable  weather  conditions  at  setting,  and  to 
favorable  conditions  during  the  growing,  harvest,  and  curing  seasons.

1938. 
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FLUE- CURED  TOBACCO  PRODUCTION  INCREASES  IN  THE  ORIENT 


Present  indications  for  the  1939  flue-cured  tobacco  crop  in  the 
Orient  point  to  a  harvest  of  267  million  pounds,  an  important  increase 
over  the  175  million  pounds  produced  last  year,  according  to  a  radiogram 
from  the  American  consulate  general  a?fc  Shanghai.    Record  crops  are  ex- 
pected in  Manchuria  and  in  all  parts  of  the  Japanese  Empire.  Planting 
in  China  is  estimated  to  have  increased  materially  in  Shantung  hut  re- 
mained at  the  low  level  of  a  year  ago  in  Honan  and  Anhwei,  Production 
in  China  is  forecast  at  1^0  million  pounds  compared  with  81. 5  million 
a  year  ago..  Manchuria  expects  a  crop  of  25  million  pounds  compared 
with  12.5  in  193";  ^d  the  production  in  the  Japanese  Empire  is  fore- 
case  at  102,5  million  pounds  compared  with  £1.1  million  last  year. 

Japanese  authorities  attach  great  importance  to  marketing  the 
1939  Chinese  crop.    Present  information  seems  to  indicate  strict  con- 
trol "by  Japanese  agencies,  actuated  "by  the  desire  to  collect  more  revenue 
and  ohtain  adequate  supplies  for  shipment  to  Manchuria  and  Japan  as  well 
as  to  fill  requirements  of  .  Japanese  manufacturers  in  China.    Buyers  long- 
established  in  China  undoubtedly  will  be  denied  the  usual  practice  of 
free  purchase  from  farmers.    Non-Japanese  manufacturers,  however,  may 
be  able  to  acquire  part  of  their  needs  through  Japanese  agencies  at  prices 
in  local  currency  fixed  by  the  Japanese,  or  in  foreign  currency  as  in 
Shantung  in  193^.    A  leaf  shortage  (notably  of  flue-cured)  exists  in  Man- 
churia and  China,     In  China  it  is  estimated  that  a  large  quantity  from 
the  1937  and  1933  crops  is  still  held  by  producers,  but  it  is  difficult 
to  move  it  to  market. 

Despite  an  unfavorable  exchange  situation,  leaf  imports  into  China 
for  the  season  to  date  show  an  important  increase  due  to  difficulties  in 
moving  the  domestic  crop,     (See  table,  page  60.)     Imports  into  Manchuria 
and  Japan  from  foreign  countries,  other  than  China,  have  been  materially 
reduced  because  of  Japan's  policy  to  conserve  the  amount,  of  currency  re- 
leased for  the  purchase  of  foreign  exchange.     Shipments  from  China  to 
Manchuria,  however,  show  a  large  increase  from  last  year.    Recent  infor- 
mation indicates  that  the  Manchurian  Government  plans  to  eliminate  foreign 
imports  by  increasing  domestic  production  and  imports  from  China,  Like- 
wise, the  Japanese  monopoly  will  continue  to  restrict  imports  from  the 
United  States  but  may  increase  purchases  from  China  so  long  as  payment 
can  be  effected  in  Japanese  currency.    The  demand  for  foreign  tobacco  in 
China  has  continued  good,  but  the  recent  drop  in  the  exchange  value  of 
the  Chinese  dollar  has  increased  the  difficulties  of  the  Chinese  market. 
It  is  hardly  feasible  to  increase  Chinese  cigarette  prices  in  line  with 
higher  leaf  prices  resulting  from  lowered  exchange. 

On  July  k,  1939*  the  Chinese  Government  banned  imports  of  23^ 
luxuries,  including  tobacco  leaf,  stems,  dust  and  sif tings, . prepared 
tobacco,  cigarettes  valued  over  20  gold  units  ($13. 5^)  per  thousand, 
and  cigars  valued  over  130  gold  units  ($38. l6)  per  thousand.  Foreign 
exchange  will  not  be  granted  for  these  imports,  and  distribution  of 
such  goods  will  be  prohibited.    At  present,  the  effect  of  this  ban  on 
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Chinese  imports  is  n*t  apparent,  since  the  purchase  of  foreign  currency  from 
other  than  Government-controlled  sources  is  still  possible  in  Shanghai,  where 
cigarette  manufacturing  is  concentrated  in  areas  outside  Chinese-controlled 
territory. 

Estimated  cigarette  sales  in  Manchuria  show  an  important  decrease  for 
the  season  because  of  a  leaf  shortage;  and  sales  in  China  did  not  rise  above 
the  relatively  lfiw  level  of  last  year.     Sales  in  Japan,  however,  are  esti- 
mated to  have  increased  *ver  those  of  last  year,  owing  not  only  to  increased 
consumption  but  to  hoarding  by  smokers  who  feared  further  price  increases 
and  deterioration  in  quality  as  a  result  of  the  monopoly's  policy  to  dis- 
continue the  use  of  foreign  tobacco  in  cigarettes. 

An  important  increase  in  tne  1939  planting  of  Burley  and  domestic 
types  was  noted  in  Japan  proper.    The  Burley  area  amounted  to  5,113  acres, 
compared  with  1,431  acres  harvested  in  1938;  the  area  for  domestic  types, 
51,599  acres  compared  with  45,869  acres  in  1938.    Production  of  Burley  in 
1938  amounted  to  1,958,000  pounds;  that  of  domestic  types,  70,695,000 
pounds. 

Reports  from  Chosen  state  that  the  monopoly  has  allowed  54,412  acres 
for  tobacco  in  1939,  and  the  total  crop  has  been  estimated  at  68  million 
pounds,  compared  with  62  million  in  1938.    Estimates  by  types  are  not  yet 
available, 

ONTARIO  DISPOSES  OF  FLUE- CURED  TOBACCO  SUBPLUS 

The  entire  surplus  of  the  1938  Ontario  flue-cured  tobacco  crop,  to- 
staling  between  8  and  9  million  pounds,  was  sold  by  June  1  in  the  British 
market  by  the  Ontario  Flue-Cured  Tobacco  Marketing  Association,  according 
to  a  report  received  from  the  American  consul  at  Toronto.    The  average 
price  received  was  around  29  cents  a  pound,  and  delivery  was  to  be  com- 
pleted by  the  middle  of  July, 

The  sale  was  made  possible,  according  to  the  report,  by  the  recent 
increase  in  the  British  tobacco  duty,  from  9/6  to  11/6  (from  about  $2.22  to 
$2.69)  per  pound.    This  is  said  to  have  encouraged  British  cigarette  manu- 
factuiers  to  substitute  a  larger  proportion  of  the  cheaper  Empire  leaf  for 
some  of  the  American  flue-cured  leaf  they  have  been  using.    Production  of 
flue-cured  tobacco  in  Canada  for  1938  reached  a  record  figure  of  98  million 
pounds.    Production  in  1937  was  72  million  pounds.     See  Foreign  Crops  and 
Markets  for  June  17,  1939,  for  statement  on  Canadian  plans  for  a  larger  1939 
acreage  of  flue-cured  tobacco. 

URUGUAY  AIT  CANNED -BEEF  EXPORTS  DECLINE 

Uruguayan  canned-meat  1/  exports  to  the  United  States  have  declined 
materially  since  1935  when  they  reached  45  million  pounds,  according  to 
official  trade  statistics  of  Uruguay.     In  that  year,  imports  from  Uruguay

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constituted  about  52  percent  of  all  canned-beef  imports  into  the  United 
States.    Uruguayan  statistics  show  that  the  largest  exports  occurred  in 
1935,  whereas  United  States  trade  figures  show  the  largest  imoorts  of  that 
type  of  meat  from  Uruguay  were  in  1936  and  were  unusually  heavy  in  the  first 
5  months  of  that  year,  when  they  averaged  approximately  5  million  pounds 
monthly.    Although  according  to  United  States  import  statistics  canned- 
beef  imports  from  Uruguay  in  the  5-month  period  January-May  1939  amounted 
to  10,665,000  pounds  and  were  17  percent  larger  than  imports  in  the  cor- 
responding period  of  1938,  they  were  less  than  half  those  of  the  correspond- 
ing period  of  1936.    In  1938,  only  26  million  pounds  of  canned  b  c  ef  c  ame 
from  Uruguay,  or  33  percent  of  total  imports,  the  remainder  coming  from 
Argentina,  Brazil,  and  Paraguay.    In  that  year,  imports  of  cann.id  beef 
into  the  United  States  from  all  countries  totaled  78,597,000  pounds,  10 
percent  less  than  in  1936,  when  they  vieve  the  largest  ever  reported.

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On  the  whole,  the  United  States  takes  a  relatively  small  share  of 
total  beef  exports  from  Uruguay,  chiefly  in  the  form  of  canned  "beef.  In 
1937,  the  last  year  for  which  statistics  of  exports  from  Uruguay  are  avail- 
able by  countries,  the  United  States'  share  of  total  Uruguayan  beef  was  14 
percent  compared  with  22  percent  in  1935. 

The  United  Kingdom  is  the  largest  single  purchaser  of  Uruguayan 
beef,  as  it  is  of  Argentine  beef;  but  a  much  smaller  percentage  of  total 
beef  exports  go  to  the  United  Kingdom  from  Uruguay  than  from  Argentina. 
In  1937,  Uruguay  marketed  in  the  United  Kingdom  only  53  percent  of  total 
beef  exports,  whereas  Argentina  marketed  about  76  percent  in  that  country. 

Canned-beef  exports  from  Uruguay  in  1937  amounted  to  76  million 
pounds  and  represented  35  percent  of  the  total  beef  shipments,  chilled 
beef  represented  33  percent,  and  frozen  beef  31  percent.    The  remaining 
1  percent  consisted  of  salted  and  jerked  or  dried  beef.    There  was  a  sub- 
stantial reduction  in  canned-beef  shipments  in  1938,  when  they  amounted  to 
only  49  million  pounds,  or  25  percent  of  the  total.    Chilled-beef  ship- 
ments also  fell  off.    Frozen-beef  shipments  increased  and  represented  46 
percent  of  the  total.    Although  details  are  not  available,  Germany,  as  in 
1936  and  1937,  probably  took  a  larger  quantity  than  any  other  country. 

The  long-time  trend  in  beef  exports  has  been  first  to  frozen  and 
chilled  beef  from  dried  beef  and  in  recent  years  to  canned  beef.  Where- 
as in  the  5-year  period  1909-1913  jerked  or  dried  beef  constituted  66 
percent  of  the  total  beef  exported,  by  the  close  of  the  World  War  frozen 
beef  had  become  the  principal  item.    In  the  5-vear  periods  1921-1925  and 
1926-1930,  frozen  beef  averaged  54  percent  and  50  percent,  respectively, 
of  the  total,  chilled  beef  24  percent  in  each  period,  and  canned  beef 
only  10  percent  in  the  first  period  and  as  high  as  19  percent  in  the 
second. 

The  shift  in  the  form  of  beef  exports  from  frozen  to  canned  beef 
is  even  more  pronounced  in  Uruguay  than  in  Argentina.    During  the  4  years 
1934  to  1937,  more  canned  beef  was  shipped  from  Uruguay  than  any  other 
kind. 


In  1927,  the  United  States  placed  a  quarantine  on  imports  of  fresh 
or  frozen  meat  from  countries  where  foot-and-mouth  disease  was  prevalent, 
and  shortly  after  the  United  Kingdom  restricted  imports  of  frozen  and 
chilled  beef  from  foreign  countries.    These  restrictions  apparently  brought 
about  a  further  shift  to  canned  beef,  for  the  percentages  of  the  different 
types  entering  into  tfte  total  changed  considerably.    In  the  5  years  1931- 
1935,  canned  beef  averaged  32  percent  of  tne  total,  chilled  beef  31  percent, 
and  frozen  beef  34  percent. 

Roughly  one-third  of  the  cattle  slaughtered  in  Uruguay  are  marketed 
at  North  Stock  Yards,  Montevideo.    The  average  price  paid  by  packing 
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companies  for  steers  at  that  market-was  $3.10  per  100  pounds  live  weight 
for  the  year    1938,  compared  with  §3.94  in  1937- and  $3.96  in  1936.

The  1937  census  placed  cattle  numbers  in  Uruguay  at  8,297,000,  an 
increase  of  12  percent  above  the  estimate  for  1932  and  an  increase  of  16 
percent  when  compared  with  the  1930  census  numbers. 

Annual  slaughter,  which  amounted  to  1,285,000  head  in  1930,  has  been 
on  a  somewhat  lower  level  since  that  year,  falling  to  937,000  in  1932,  the 
year  the  British  restrictions  on  imports  of  foreign  beef  were  announced. 
Although  there  was  an  increase  in  annual  slaughter  of  cattle  and  calves 
from  937,000  in  1932  to  1,251,000  in  1935,  since  that  year  slaughter  has 
been  in  the  neighborhood  of  1,100,000  annually.    The  quantity  entering 
domestic  consumption  has  been  materially  larger  since  1932  than  in  pre- 
ceding years  and  constitutes  a  larger  percentage  of  production.

UNITED  STAFFS  FOREIGN  TRADE  IN  AGRICULTURAL  PRODUCTS,  JULY-MAY 

The  value  of  both  United  States  exports  and  United  States  imports  of 
farm  products  during  the  first  11  months  of  the  current  fiscal  year  was  lower 
than  during  the  corresponding  period  last  year.    On  the  export  side,  a  great 
decline  in  shipments  of  cotton  overshadowed  increases  in  a  number  of  impor- 
tant items.    On  the  side  of  imports,  the  decline  was  fairly  general. 

Leading  exported  commodities 

Exports  were  19  percent  lower  in  quantity  and  22  percent  lower  in  value 
thus  far  this  season  than  during  the  preceding  season,  principally  because  of 
the  decline  in  the  quantity  of  cotton  exported  to  46  percent  of  the  pre-war 
level,  compared  with  75  percent  during  tin  first  11  months  of  the  fiscal  year 
1937-38,    The  decline  has  been  fairly  steady  throughout  the  current  year. 
The  quantity  exported  during  May  was  lower  than  for  any  other  May  during  the 
period  for  which  the  export  index  is  compiled,  beginning  in  1915. 

Exports  of  commodities  other  than  cotton  increased  slightly  in  quantity 
over  those  of  the  preceding  year  but  decreased  11  percent  in  value.    The  value 
decline  was  due  principally  to  lower  prices  for  grains  and  tobacco.  Exports 
of  meat  products  increased  under  the  influence  of  restored  domestic  supplies. 
Lard  exports  were  up  25  percent  and  cured  pork  rose  by  33  percent.    The  same 
influence  resulted  in  an  80-percent  decline  in  imports  of  fresh  pork. 
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Imports  of  most  other  meat  products  also  fell  off.    The  total  quantity  of 
grains  exported  was  somewhat  below  the  high  level  reached  a  year  ago,  prin- 
cipally because  of  a  decline  of  26  percent  in  corn  shipments.    The  quantity 
of  wheat  (including  flour)  exported,  however,  rose  from  98  million  bushels 
in  the  first  11  months  of  last  year  to  109  million  bushels  this  year,  Wheat 
and  flour  exports  during  May  were  exceeded  by  those  of  only  one  May  during 
the  past  15  years.    Exports  of  practically  all  fruits  also  rose,  and  there 
was  a  19-percent  increase  in  the  quantity  index  of  total  fruit  exports. 

Leading  imported  commodities 

United  States  imports  of  agricultural  commodities  during  the  first 
11  months  of  the  current  fiscal  year  were  16  percent  below  those  of  a  year 
earlier.     The  decrease  was  even  greater  for  supplementary  (or  competitive) 
agricultural  imports,  wnich  declined  by  20  percent.     This  was  true  in  spite 
of  considerable  increases  in  the  quantity  of  wool  and  hide  and  skin  imports. 
The  leading  declines  took  place  in  sugar,  grains,  and  oils  and  oilseeds. 

Imports  of  meats  and  dairy  products  also  declined.    Butter  reversed 
its  trade  position  between  the  2  years.    During  the  first  11  months  of 
1937-38  the  United  States  imported  a  net  amount  of  1,667,000  pounds  of 
butter.    During  the  corresponding  period  this  year  there  was  a  net  export 
of  1,026,000  pounds.     Imports  of  grains,  other  than  barley  malt,  declined 
to  negligible  amounts.    An  apparent  exception  in  the  case  of  wheat  was  due 
to  imports  for  milling  in  bond  and  export  as  flour.
